are often repreſemted in a manner dubious and obſcure, 
Metaphorical ideas and ſimilitudes are obtruded upon 
the mind, blended: with literal repreſentations. The 
apoſtle, St. Peter, ſays of prophecy,—** That it is a 
light ſhining in a dark place; and we do well to give 
heed to it until the day dawn.“ This Biſhop Sherlock 
.thus explains; The time will come when the things
